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‘EDUCATION IN THE DIASPORA 


lee Outlined by Dr. 
Nathan Morris | 


By ‘a Jewish+ Chronicle Reporter 


In the next two months. teachers’ 
training courses will be held in a num- 
ber of countries. under the direction 
of the Department (of the Jewish 
Agency) for Education and Culture in 
the Diaspora. Dr. Nathan Morris, 
Director of the Department, who is 
on a short visit to this country, gave 
me particulars of these courses and 
outlined some of the other activities 
ot his cepartment. 

The maior part of the department's 
budget, said Dr. Mofris, was. being spent 
on the training of teachers, in order to 
meet the acute shortage of Jewish 
teachers both in the Diaspora and Israel. 

e reasons for that shortage in the 
countries outside Israel were that the 
main. sources’ of supnly in Europe 
been destroyed, and the magnetic effec 
of. Israel. on the remaining 
leaders. 

His department was dealing with the 
problem, he ‘said, first by organising. 
teachers’ training courses. The principal 
one in Jerusalem would open on July 19 
with 100 teachers, of whom 45 were com: 
ing from North Africa; 24 from England, 
and others from Europe and the United 
States. Lectures would be given by 27. 
prominent people, and eight study groups 
would be held. one specially for ainder- 
garten teachers.
